The regular meeting of the Chemi-' 
tal Society was held yesterday after-! 
noon, at which Dr. L. V. King read a 
paper reviewing the recent develop- 1 
ments in the realm of molecular! 
physics. There was' a very good at-, 
tendance . of members, and many, 
visitors were present. At the outset, 
the speaker remarked that the ad- 
vances in the field were sufiicient for 
a course of lectures, and hoped that 
what remarks were made would serve 
ruther as a stimulation to reading than 
as complete information. 

Outlining the old conception of the 
chemist as to the nature and behaviour 
of molecules, and referring to the so- 
called perfect gas which would obey 
the gas laws with mathematical per- 
fection. Dr. King stated that some re- 
cent attempts had been made to 
demonstrate the actual physical exist- 
ence of molecules. Furthermore, 
calculations had been I made .from 
several sets of data representing the 
concentration of molecules of a gas 
in one cubic centimeter measured 
under normal conditions of tempera- 
ture and pressure. 

The new evidence is derived from a 
study of ultra-rarefied gases and some 
very convincing experiments have been 
■devised to demonstrate the momentum 
of gaseous molecules. A vane coated 
on one side with phosphorus pentoxide 
has been placed in a glass tube appar- 
atus which allowed of being exhausted 
by special vacuum appliances to a 
very h'gh state of rarefaction. By 
means of a glass tap a certain amount 
of water vapour could be admitted to 
this tube, and when this was done the 
vane was set in motion. The water 
molecules had struck the plates and 
had been retained by the dehydrating 
agent, thus causing the vane to re- 
volve. Another very beautiful experi- 
ment demonstrated the fact that mole- 
cules travel in straight lines when a 
possible free .path exists. Sodium 
metal was gasified in a small electric 
furnace, and the molecules were al- 
lowed to pass through very small 
apertures into an evacuated tube and 
thence to cast a shadow on the end of 
the apparatus. This work will allow 
of amplification. 

Some brilliant work has been done 
by Knudsen on capillary diffusion 
unider differences of pressure. The re- 
sult proved that such diffusion was 
! exceedingly slow, and the only explan- 
ation acceptable was that diffusing 
molPculestmust embed theinselvecs in 
the walls of the enclosing vessel tem- 
porarily. This introduces a new 
factor into all mathematical calcula- 
tions with reference to sueh phe 
nomena.

S K H Vit K IS CH1LEAS SCHOOL* 

An important forward step in closer 
relations between the United States 
and South America should result from 
an agreement just concluded between 
a commission representing the Gov- 
ernment of Chili, and the University 
of California, whereby professors and 
teachers are to be yearly exchanged 
between Chili and the United States. 
The new agreement concerns all the 
educational institutions or the United 
States for the University of California 
is not to send members of her faculty 
only, but rather to act a» an agent or 
clearing house to see that tour in- 
structors from the United States go 
yearly in return for the four which 
the Government of Chili. acting 
through its Department of Public 
Education, will send to the United 
States. 

Instructors from the Utt'ted States 
are to be chosen from university, 
technical, normal and secondary 
schools. In fact, the Chilean com- 
mission || primarily interested in sec- 
ondary education, and has requested 
that she receive instructors in the 
ratio of one university professor to 
three from technical and secondary 
schools. Of the three, one should be 
a normal school teacher, one a teach- 
er of technical subjects, such as agri- 
culture, mechanical arts, or engineer- 
ing, and auleast one should be a wo- 
man in the ranks of secondary edu- 
cation. 

As the Chilean school year begins 
in March, instructions are expected to 
arrive at that time. The term of 
service is to range from one to four 
yeaTs; each is to represent the insti- 
tution from which he comes and to 
conform to the rules and regulations 
of the Institution to which he Is sent. 
Ample opportunity for research work 
is to be given, and a fair knowledge 
of the language will always be re- 
quired. Ordinarily the appointment 
of the particular instructors is to be 
ratified a year in advance. Each in- 
stitution-sending an Instructor will 
pay his full salaTy, with an allowance 
for travelling expenses, and in turn 
receive an instructor from Chili free 
of charge. In other words, the extra 
cost to any institution will be only 
the travelling expenses. 

The government of Chile, who havè 
taken the initiative in the new move- 
ment, have lately shown much interest 
in the educational system of the 
United States. Only last year it sent

These observations have allowed of 
the calculation of the number of mole- 
cules in a cubic centimeter of gas, and 
the result compares favourably with 
the results obtained from observations 
on black body radiation, from brown- 
ien movements and frojn atmospheric 
transparency. . Finally, in a remark- 
able demonstration, Dr. King gave vis- 
ible proof of the probable reason for 
the blue colour of the sky, by precipi- 
tating sulphur from a thiosulphate 
solution by meaus of sulphuric acid: 
The sulphur comes down in such -a 
finely divided form that the light 
passed through the solution is scat- 
tered while blue light mainly is visible. 

After some discussion, a vote of 
thanks to the speaker was tendered, 
and the meeting adjourned.

pains to discountenance them. I had 
privately accustomed myself, or my 
own further motion, to doubt and re- 
ject every doctrine, and every state 
ment of facts, that went counter to the 
plain precepts of love, and to the 
final happiness of all the creatures 
of God.

He found 
a heap of rubbish pretending to bo the 
shrine itself, and he set about denying 
its pretensions and abating it as a nui 
sance, without knowing, or consider- 
ing (at least I thought so) what there 
remained of beauty and durability, to 
be disclosed on Its demolition." 

"He was the only man, perhaps, that 
ever existed who represented in his 
single person the entire character . 
of the nation in which he was born; 
nay, of its whole history, past, pres- 
ent, and to come As he himself 

could not construct as well as he could 
pull down, so neither do his country- 
men, with all the goodness and great- 
ness among them, appear to bo less 
truly represented by him in that par 
ticular than in others; but in pulling 
down be had the same vague desire of 
the best that coufd be set up; aud 
when he was»most thought to oppose 
Christianity itself, he only did U out 
of an Impatient deslro to see the law 
of love triumphant, and was only 
thought to be the adversary of its 
spirit, because his revilers knew noth- 
ing of It themselves. 

"Voltaire, in an essay written by 
himself in the English language, has 
said . of Milton, in a passage which 
would do honor to our best writers, 
that when the poet saw the 'Adamo' 
of Andrelni at Florence, he 'p> ! erced 
through tbc absurdity of the plot to 
the hidden majesty of the subject.' It 
may be said of himself, that he pierc- 
ed through the conventional majesty 
of a great many subjects, to the hid- 
den absurdity of the plot. He laid 
the aie to a heap of savage abuses; 
pulled the corner stones out of dun- 
geons and inquisitions: bowed and 
mocked the most tyrannîfcal absurd- 
ities out of countenance; and raised 
one prodigious peal of laughter at 
superstition, from Naples to the Bal- 
tic. He was the first man who got 
the power of opinion and common 
sense openly recognized as a reigning

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Courses Are Now Given at Oxford and Cambridge — A Training for 
Better Citizenship — New Appeal is Directly Due to War. 
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That Oxford and Cambridge should 
have been chosen as centres for 
short-time intensive courses of train- 
ing for army instructors :'s surety a 
remarkable outcome of Britain - !, luisu 
citizen army now in process of de- 
mobilization. The visits of Colonel 
Lord Gorell and Mr. Fisher to the two 
ancient universities, with the object 
of viewing the work and encouraging 
the rapidly-changing officers and nun 
under instruction, has already been 
chronicled. But In some quarters 
the question will be asked: What 
led to the swift improvisation of 
this scheme, and what are the n»eds 
it is intended to meet? 

The answer will be found In the 
second interim report of the Adult 
Education Committee, which deals 
with education in the army. Not 
only have the Master of Balllol and 
his colleagues the faculty of hitting 
the nail on the head, but they know 
where to place the point of the nail 
so that it may have the best chance 
o? being dn'.ven home. At the same 
time, as the appendix shows, and as 
the committee acknowledge, the way 
had been pointed out to them by sev- 
eral independent efforts to provide 
such general Instruction as might in- 
terest and benefit men of the home 
and overseas forces. TheBo efforts, 
therefore, will have to be considered, 
as well as the recommendations of 
tuo report with the consequent ac- 
t'on of the War Office. 

The committee says with truth that 
the period of the war has been a lime 
of educational experiment, and that 
one of the most valuable fields of ac- 
tivity is the army itself. Men of 
varied antecedents, expericn6e, and 
outlook have been thrown together 
into closer association than is usual 
•in civil life, with the result that a 
fresh interest has been awakened. 
Moreover, the war itself, the issues 
involved, the changes it has precipi- 
tated, the problems which are arising 
out of it.hav» led many who previous- 
ly thought but little about the larger 
problems of life and society to seek 
knowledge and understanding. To 
of those cast into an entirely 
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changed environment and method of 
life, education bas made a new ap- 
peal. The regular life, with its ac- 
companiment of regular leisure time, 
and the lack of counter-attractions, 
have led many men to attend classes 
and lectures or to undertake a course 
o: reading. 

On the cessation of hostilities, says 
the report, the opportunities will be 
far greater than during the war. Dur- 
ing the period of demobilization, there 
will be more leisure time. The sol- 
diers will be looking forward to re- 
turning to civil life under new condi- 
tions, and many of them Will be an- 
xious for a knowledge ot the new 
problems they will have to face, and 
of the efforts that have been made to 
meet them It. is necessary, there- 
fore, to be prepared betimes with an 
adequate educational programme. As 
demobilization proceeds, the amount 
o£ instruction to be provided will be 
smaller, but that instruction will nat- 
urally assume more intensive forms, 
such as tutorial classes, study circles, 
and individual tuition. Anticipating 
that the difficulty of securing an ade- 
quate number of lecturers and teachers 
will bo most acute during the first 
months following the end of actual 
warfare, the committee regard it as 
essential that steps should be taken 
to select and train suitable officers, 
non-commissioned officers and men 
for teaching work in connection with 
these schemes. 

Here then is adumbrated the plan 
at present being pursued of sending 
officers, non-commrtasioned officers 
and men for short, Intensive courses 
of training to the universities of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge. Anyone not- 
ing that- this report was signed on 
July 3 of last year (though it was not 
published until many months later) 
will be filed with admiration for such 
an intelligent anticipation of events, 
from the signing of an armistice to 
the full development of demobiliza- 
tion conditions. 

As to the range of studies, the com- 
mittee point out the difficulty of pro- 
viding technical and vocational edu- 
cation. The variety of occupation 
ordinarily followed by the men In 
graded battalions, undergoing train- 
ing in the British Isles,, is so great 
that any serious attempt to supply 
technical education during the war 
seemed out of the question, while for 
the units serving in France and else- 
where overseas, the difficulties were 
even more formidable. After the 
cessation of hostilities, however, It 
was the opinion of the Master of 
Balliol and his colleagues that there 
might be opportunities for vocational 
classes in certain directions. But 
even here they recommend courses of 
study in subjects which also serve a 
wider purpose such as modern langu- 



ages, the natural sciences and ccono- 
nV.cs. 

And so the committee come to. one 
of their most important conclusions 
that, in the main, the provision of 
classes must be for non-vooattonal 
education. AVhilc anxious to encour- 
age tho widest extension of subjects, 
they befteve that the studies which 
are most directly associated with citi- 
zenship will make the strongest ap 
peal, and thai, in view ot the complex 
changes which are taking place in the 
national L'fo, it is particularly im- 
portant that citizens should be equip- 
ped for thetr dutfes. A general back- 
ground could be provided by courses 
In history and economics, both indus- 
trial and social, and in political sci- 
ence. In this connection the report 
lays great stress upon the continued 
education ot young soldiers In graded 
battalions, who arc full citizens with 
citizens' responsibilities, but with less 
experience than that of older men. 
"It is greaïly to be desired," say the 
committee, ''that tn the standing army 
tho Royal Air . Force, continuation 
education of a general kind should 
be a normal part of the training pro- 
vided." 

Attention is 'drawn to the need of 
libraries, where men can obtain the 
loan of books dealing with the ques- 
tions in which they are interested, and 
where it will be possible to pursue 
quiet study. However much has been 
done in this direction through volun- 
tary agencies, state action will .be 
necessary in order to secure an ade- 
quate provisjon of suitable books; 
adequate organization, also, will be 
essential if the large programme out. 
lined by the committee is to be car- 
ried out. So long as a man remains 
in the army, he will be under military 
discipline. The committee, there- 
fore, draw the conclusions that the au- 
thority ultimately responsible for edu- 
cation in the army must be the War 
Office. 

Since this conclusion was reached, 
steps have been taken to carry it into 
effect. The post of deputy director of 
staff duties in connection with edu- 
cation has been set up by the War Of- 
fice, and the present bolder of the 
position — Colonel Lord Gorell — ap- 
pends a note to the report, dated Nov. 
8, 1918. He says that the education- 
al training scheme of the army has 
received tho authorization of the Army 
Council, and now extends to the forces 
in Great Britain, Ireland, Italy and 
France. There is a department of 
the staff duties directorate at the War 
Office charged with the organization 
and supervision of the scheme, and 
assisted by an interdepartmental com- 
m'ttee and by a body of expert ad- 
visers nominated by the president of 
the Board of Education and the secre- 
tary for Scotland. The scheme, as 
authorized, provides for continuative 
education for A. (IV) soldiers— i. e., 
recruits of 18— and makes provi- 
sion on voluntary lines, both by way 
of classes and by lectures for older 
men at home and abroad. Authorise, 
tlon has also been given for the pro- 
vision of textbooks, libraries, station- 
ery, etc., and the scope of the scheme 
is now such that endeavour is made to 
bring educational facilities within the 
reach of every officer and every man, 
so far as the conditions of their mili- 
tary service permit, so that they may 
bo viewed educationally from the mo- 
ment of enlistment to the moment of 
discharge. 

A glance backward at the first ten- 
tative efforts to give educational as. 
slstance to men in training shows that 
Canada was early in the field, and 
W/tley Camp become tho centre of the' 
classes and library started by the Ca- 
nadian Y.M.C.A. In September, 1917, 
as a result of a visit of investigation 
to the Canadian expeditionary force, 
Dr. H. M. Tory, LL.D., president of 
the University of Alberta, made a re- 
port as to an educational programme 
for Canadian soldiers overseas. As 
put into operation, the scheme has 
taken the form of the establishment 
in each Canadian camp of a college 
of "The Khaki University of Canada." 
An account of the educational work at 
Witley Camp, and of Dr. Tory's pro- 
posals, was given In The Christian 
Science Monitor of May 2, 1918. Lat- 
er on a scheme was proposed, and 
agreed to, for the New Zealand expe- 
ditionary force. This, too, is given 
in the appendix. Australia also has 
been busy organizing classes for her 
men. 

At Cannock Chase; and in the twenty- 
third army corps, arrangements have 
been made for providing education for 
young recruits. These schemes start- 
ed iu 1917 and included regular classes 
in parade hours. Among subjects for 
such regulaT classes in the twenty- 
third army corps were history, econ- 
omics and literature. Voluntary 
evening and other classes, and classes 
and lectures for teachers, also found 
their place in the scheme; and small 
libraries, specialized study groups, ele- 



mentary discussion classes, etc., were 
introduced, provision beins made for 
older men in these ways. 

The educational work of the T.M.C. 
A. in camps is almost too well known 
to need description. Between 500 and 
600 lectures per month on such sub- 
jects as travel, history, biography, 
popular science, music an:l literature, 
have been arranged by the Y.M.C.A. 
headquarters alone; and in the differ- 
ent divisions, other lectures have been 
added, bringing the total up to at least 
1000 a mcnth, without any counting of 
camps overseas. Bat it is stated by the 
Y.M.CA. officials that their educa- 
tional work in the home camps has 
been more fragmentary and less far- 
reaching than In France. A director 
or education has for some time past 
been working on the lines of communi- 
cation, while a controlling bedy has 
been brought together, comprising 
official representatives of all the uni- 
versities of Great Brtaln (or of their 
boarlAs for extra-mural work) and ot 
working-class educational bodies. This 
body is called the V. M. C. A. Unlver 
sities Committee, and stands in close 
re:atlon to the Board or Education. 

The Y. M. C. A. state that they have 
felt the need of some central military 
authority, at the War Office or else- 
where, with wbom they could deal on 
educational questions. Changes of 
command, the removal of officers who 
have organized the wttrk locally, the 
difficulty of finding soldier teachers, 
and their im permanence when found, 
are among the chief obstacles to purely 
military efforts of this nature. Thus 
from many sides the ground has been 
prepared for the great educational ad- 
vance that the War Office has now 
made, while the commend&bly prompt 
action ot that department of state 
upon the recommendations of the Mas- 
ter ot Balliol's committee, renders it 
highly probable that the nation will 
never again take up its old attitude of 
indifference toward the general and 
continued intellectual development of 
its military forces.

schedule as announced by Man 
ager F. P. Heffelfinger, calls for eight 
games., all of which will take place 
in the Yale Bowl, with the exception 
of the Harvard game at Boston, Mass. 
Tufts College appears on the sche 
dule for the first time, taking the 
place of Colgate University 
The Brown University game, despite 
rumor to the contrary, has been re- 
tained, being played on Nov. 8. 

Besides Tufts, Boston College, 
Maryland State College, and the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina are new- 
comers to a Yale football schedule. 
Boston College is sure to offer strong 
opposition, judging from its contests 
with eastern teams in the last few 
years. Few particulars are at hand 
on the merits of the southern teams 
but they will In all probability put 
up Interesting contests with the Blue. 

Brown, always a big drawing card, 
comes to New Haven the week before 
the Princeton game of Nov. 15. Re- 
membering the defeat of 21 lo 6 In 
1916, Yale will exert all its efforts 
to square accounts with Brown. This 
game should be one of the most In- 
teresting of the season. 

Princeton conies to the Bowl for the 
second time on the following Satur- 
day. A survey of available football 
material at Princeton will convince 
one of the fact that the Orange and 
Black must be considered In any pre- 
diction for the- football championship 
in 1919. 

The Harvard game follows the 
Princeton game, as usual. It had 
been rumored that the Harvard game 
would take place In the Bowl due to 
the depleted treasuries of the two uni- 
versities, but It has been definitely 
decided to hold the game in the Har- 
vard Stadium on Nov. 22. 

Immediately after the close of the 
spring vacation, football training will 
begin. A. L. Gates, star tackle and 
end of the 1916 team, and captain 
of the 1918 team, will have charge of 
the squad. He will be assisted by 
H. M. Baldrjdge, '18, who played 
tackle on the championship '16 team.
